SOMETIMES,  ITS  HARD  FOR  WOMEN  TO  ASK  FOR  HELP. 

Oh,  we  have  no  trouble  picking  up  the  phone  and  calling  tech  support  when  the  hard  drive  crash¬ 
es.  Or  asking  for  directions  when  we  Ye  lost.  (If  we  ever  get  lost!)  But  to  ask  for  help  with  cata¬ 
strophic,  life-altering  circumstances  ...  well,  we  do  sometimes  have  trouble  with  that. 

Maybe  it's  because  we  Ye  women,  and  we  expect  ourselves  to  be  Mu  ltitasker-in- Chief.  After  all,  in 
the  words  of  that  old  television  commercial,  we  Ye  supposed  to  be  able  to  bring  home  the  bacon 
and  fry  it  up  in  a  pan.  And  these  high  expectations  of  ourselves  may  be  more  intense  because 
we  Ye  sorority  women.  After  all,  we’ve  been  encouraged  and  educated  to  be  leaders.  To  be  scholars. 
To  help  others  when  they  need  it.  But  not  necessarily  to  help  ourselves. 

So  as  sorority  women,  as  Thetas  in  particular,  it’s  a  little  ironic  to  remember  that  Bettie,  Alice, 
Hannah,  and  Bettie  conceived  the  idea  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  to  help  themselves.  Certainly  they 
intended  the  first  women’s  fraternity  to  benefit  future  female  college  students.  But  their  immediate 
goal  was  to  create  a  support  system  for  one  another.  They  realized  that  they  couldn’t  always  do  it 
all  by  themselves,  and  they  took  action. 

More  than  85  years  ago,  another  group  of  Thetas  again  took  action  to  help,  not  necessarily  them¬ 
selves  but  one  of  their  own.  At  Grand  Convention  1924,  a  young  alumna,  Rachel  Sumner  Poole, 

G hi/Syracuse,  spoke  of  a  Theta  in  dire  need  and  asked  if  there  were  any  Fraternity  funds  that 
could  lie  Ip  her.  In  response,  a  committee  was  formed  and  recommended  the  establishment  of  the 
Friendship  Fund  at  the  1926  Convention;  a  few  months  later,  Grand  Council  suggested  starting  the 
fund  through  contributions  at  Founders  Day  celebrations. 

Since  then,  the  Friendship  Fund  has  been  a  tangible  demonstration  of  the  love  and  concern  we  feel 
for  one  another.  By  giving  to  the  Friendship  Fund,  we  celebrate  our  commitment  to  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  and  fulfill  our  promise  to  serve  and  care  for  one  another.  A  key  component  is  the  secrecy 
surrounding  these  gifts.  Just  as  Rachel  Poole  made  her  request  on  behalf  of  another,  all  Friendship 
Fund  gifts  arc  requested  by  a  third  party. 

To  celebrate  Founders  Day  (January  27 — we  all  do  remember  that  date,  right?),  which  is  when 
alumnae  and  college  chapters  traditionally  collect  donations  for  the  Friendship  Fund,  this  issue  of 
the  Theta  magazine  offers  several  special  articles.

BALANCING  ACT 

Special  District  Judge  DONNITA  WEINKAUF 
WYNN,  GAMMA  TAU/TULSA,  passed  away  in  late  July 
at  the  age  of  54  following  treatment  for  Non-Hodgkins 
Lymphoma,  As  a  tribute  to  Donnita’s  life,  I  wish  to 
share  some  of  the  qualities  which  made  her  so  very 
special  and  why  she  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who 
knew  her. 

She  was  a  cherished  daughter,  spirited  sister, 
devoted  wife,  loving  mother  and  grandmother,  edu¬ 
cated  woman,  community  leader,  and  public  serv  ant. 
During  Donnita’s  professional  career,  she  served  in 
many  positions  within  the  criminal  justice  system, 
including  assistant  district  attorney,  district  attorney, 
and  special  district  judge.  Donnita  was  always  poised 
and  confident;  feminine  and  strong;  professional  and 
loving. 

As  a  litigator,  Donnita  was  involved  in  a  particu¬ 
larly  heinous  child  abuse  case  resulting  in  the  death 
of  a  two-year-old  boy.  Her  intense  connection  to 
this  case  and  her  deeply  compassionate  feelings  as  a 
mother  fueled  the  flames  of  public  outcry  for  justice. 
This  case  led  to  the  Governor  of  Oklahoma  signing 
legislation  for  children’s  rights  that  specifically  require 
court-appointed  special  advocates  to  represent  the 
interests  of  children  in  abuse  cases. 

Donnita  encouraged  her  children  to  achieve  excel¬ 
lence  because  she  led  by  example.  Along  with  her 
husband,  she  was  active  in  her  church,  and  volun¬ 
teered  her  time  for  community  activities  and  philan¬ 
thropy.  As  a  judge  in  Me  Ales  ter,  Gkla.,  her  influence 
was  always  fair,  powerful,  and  far-reaching.  She  was  a 
tireless  advocate  for  truth  and  justice,  and  she  fought 
for  those  who  could  not  fight  for  themselves.  Donnita 
joyously  proved  you  can  have  everything  in  life. 

Sadly,  we  only  had  her  for  54  years.

AN  UNEXPECTED  GIFT 

Joining  a  sorority  means  that  you  join  a  group  of 
women  who  share  your  values.  However,  this  net¬ 
work  extends  far  before  and  will  extend  far  after  any 
one  member.  I  knew  this  when  i  joined  Theta  hut 
didn't  understand  what  it  meant.  My  chapter  is  only 


25 years  old,  I  thought.  That  isn't  too  many  women. 
After  receiving  my  first  copy  of  the  Theta  magazine, 

I  understood  a  little  more  what  it  meant  to  have  a 
network  of  women  who  share  the  same  values.  In  its 
pages,  I  saw  sisters  of  all  ages.  I  realized  that  though  I 
don’t  personally  know  the  faces  I  saw  on  these  pages, 

I  knew  we  had  something  in  common.  Even  after  this, 

I  was  not  fully  convinced  of  the  power  of  our  bonds. 

My  understanding  of  the  power  of  sisterhood  and 
true  Theta  love  came  to  me  in  an  odd  way.  My  mother 
is  a  flight  attendant  for  an  airline,  and  on  one  trip 
she  was  talking  with  a  colleague  about  my  time  in 
college.  Her  colleague  asked  if  I  was  in  a  sorority.  My 
mom  told  her  I  was  arid  that  I  am  a  Theta.  Her  col¬ 
league  beamed  and  said,  “I  am  a  Theta,  too.”  Months 
later,  my  mom  received  a  large  envelope  in  her  office 
mail  Inside  was  a  long-sleeved  green  Theta  Bahama 
Blast  T-shirt  and  chants  and  cheers  from  the  1982 
Convention,  accompanied  by  a  note:  “Here  are  some 
goodies  I  wanted  to  share  with  your  daughter.” 

Upon  receiving  this,  I  felt  overwhelmed  to  be  part 
of  an  organization  that  unites  women  of  various  ages, 
schools,  and  locations  through  a  set  of  common  val¬ 
ues.  I  am  thankful  for  this  sister  who  taught  me  that 
Theta  love  has  no  expiration  date,  that  sisterhood 
never  ends — it’s  a  gift  that  keeps  on  giving.  Being  a 
Theta  lets  me  know  that  I  matter  and  that  I  belong.

BRINGING  THE  VISION  TO  LIFE 

SCENES  FROM  TWO  FHC  FACILITY  RENOVATIONS  BY  LAUREN  MCCARTY  PALMER

This  summer,  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Fraternity 
1 1  ou  sing  Co  rpo  ra  tio  n  ( FI  I C )  cam  p  l  e  ted  m  a  jo  r 
projects  at  two  of  its  34  participating  chapters: 
Gamma  Zet  a/Connecticut,  a  live-in  duplex  facility, 
and  Delta  Upsilon/Eastern  Kentucky,  a  university 
dorm  floor.  For  both  chapters,  months  of  preparation 
culminated  in  a  few  days  of  hard  work,  with  the  FUG 
team  and  chapter  officers  working  together  to  finalize 
details  and  bring  tbe  designs  to  life* 

FUG  interior  Design  Committee  member  Jennifer 
Parent  Coleman,  Delta  Epsilon/Arizona  State,  a  pro¬ 
fessional  interior  designer,  spearheaded  the  Gamma 
Zcta  design  plan.  Coleman  worked  closely  with  two 
successive  Gamma  Zeta  facility  management  direc¬ 
tors,  Nikki  ladanza  and  Vanessa  Buecheri,  to  orches¬ 
trate  plans  for  the  renovation,  which  included  new 
laminate  hardwood  floors,  new  interior  and  exterior 
paint,  and  new  furnishings  for  the  great  room,  office, 
and  entry  way. 

In  late  July,  the  FIIC  team,  comprising  Coleman, 
FIIC  Interior  Design  Coordinator  Karen  Ledbetter, 
Gamma  Tau/Tulsa;  FHC  Property  Manager  Leslie 
Vinton,  and  FCS  Accountant  Liz  Gumbel,  Delta  Sigma/ 
Ball  State,  joined  Buecheri  on  the  UConn  campus  to 
complete  the  renovation.  After  three  days  of  organiz¬ 
ing,  de-cluttering,  furniture-moving,  picture-hanging, 
and  accessorizing,  the  plan  had  become  a  reality. 

“I  think  before  our  renovation,  a  lot  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  didn’t  have  respeet  for  our  things  because  they 
were  so  old  and  worn,”  said  Buecheri.  “1  don’t  think 
this  will  be  an  issue  anymore!  Our  entire  chapter  has 
been  so  unbelievably  excited  to  partner  with  FIIC, 
and  we  do  not  take  the  renovation  for  granted.  Our 
facility  is  an  outward  representation  of  our  values. 

We  respect  our  facility  and  our  furnishings,  just  as  we 
respect  less  tangible  Theta  ideals.” 

Buecheri  said  the  most  unexpected  upside  to  the 
renovation  was  working  closely  with  the  FIIC  designers. 
She  was  shocked  to  learn  that  Coleman  and  Ledbetter 
are  not  paid,  volunteering  their  talent,  interior  design 
experience,  and  countless  hours  of  time  to  Theta.  “It 
made  me  realize  how  massive  Theta  is;  it  doesn’t  just 
leave  you  when  you  graduate  college,”  she  said. 

Buccheri’s  predecessor,  Nikki  ladanza,  worked 
very  closely  with  Coleman  on  the  design  plan,  and  the 


renovation  was  completed  just  weeks  after  she  gradu¬ 
ated  and  moved  out  of  the  facility.  When  ladanza  saw 
pictures  of  the  final  result,  her  jaw  dropped. 

“I  could  not  believe  my  eyes,”  she  said.  “The 
transformation  was  so  incredible  that  I  started  to  tear 
up.  It  is  absolutely  stunning.”  And  while  ladanza  did 
not  get  to  see  her  hard  work  come  to  fruition  while 
she  lived  in  the  facility,  she  is  looking  forward  to 
continuing  her  involvement  with  Gamma  Zeta  as  the 
chapter’s  facility  management  advisor. 

With  the  Gamma  Zeta  project  complete,  the 
team  reconvened  two  weeks  later  in  Richmond, 

Ky.,  to  finalize  renovations  at  Delta  Upsilon/Eastern 
Kentucky.  The  chapter  occupies  a  floor  of  a  high-rise 
residence  hall,  with  two  storage  units  on  a  lower  level. 
FHC  set  out  to  update  the  chapter’s  TV  room  and 
meeting  room,  replacing  the  carpet,  repainting,  and 
installing  new  window  treatments*  Ledbetter  ordered 
high-quality  custom  furniture  in  a  sleek  taupe,  gold, 
and  black  color  scheme,  including  a  sectional  and 
matching  ottoman,  two  leather  winged- back  chairs 
and  an  end  table  for  the  TV  room,  and  a  conference 
table  and  media  center  for  the  meeting  room.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  renovations  in  the  two  main  rooms,  the 
FIIC]  team  also  organized  Delta  Upsilon’s  two  storage 
rooms,  turning  one  into  a  designated  craft  area. 

Advisory  Board  Chairman  Mary  Howard  Leppo, 
Delta  Upsilon/Eastern  Kentucky,  said  the  chapter  has 
come  a  long  way  since  becoming  an  FHC  participant. 
As  the  sole  facility  corporation  board  member  with  a 
minimal  advisory  board,  she  turned  to  FHC  for  help 
managing  the  chapter’s  facility  and  its  finances. 

Before  signing  oil  with  FHC,  Leppo  said  the  chapter 
had  trouble  working  with  the  university  on  even  sim¬ 
ple  requests.  “One  of  my  biggest  frustrations  was  trying 
to  get  the  university  to  update  the  toilet  seats,”  she 
said.  “They  were  around  30  years  old  and  had  chipping 
paint,  but  for  someone  reason  the  university  ignored 
niv  request  to  have  them  replaced.  Within  a  few  weeks, 
FHC  Property  Manager  Leslie  Vinton  had  spoken  with 
the  university  and  gotten  the  toilet  seats  replaced.  1 
immediately  recognized  the  difference  having  a  profes¬ 
sional  property  management  team  was  going  to  make. 
FHC  took  a  huge  load  off  my  shoulders.”  0

Intellectually  we 
understand  that  bad  things  can  habpen  to 
good  people,  but  it's  hard  to  comprehend 
emotionally.  The  thank-you  notes,  however, 
are  heartwarming  and  illustrate  that  our 
commitment  to  one  another  has  made  all 
the  difference  to  hundreds  of  Thetas  during 
times  of  need. 

Every  year  on  Founders  Day,  we  com¬ 
memorate  Bettie  Locke,  Alice  Allen,  Bettie 
Tipton,  and  Hannah  Fitch,  We  remember 
the  difficult  times  they  faced  on  a  college 
campus  dominated  by  male  students  and 
male  teachers  who  believed  that  women 
were  unworthy  of  higher  education,  As  we 
approach  our  sesquicentennial  in  2020,  we 
realize  that  in  creating  Kappa  Alpha  Theta, 
our  founders  created  a  powerful  bond  of 
sisterhood  that  sustains  and  connects  every 
one  of  us. 

On  Founders  Day,  we  also  traditionally 
give  to  the  Friendship  Fund,  By  provid¬ 
ing  financial  help  to  sisters  in  their  dark¬ 
est  hours,  we  realize  that  the  strength  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  lies  in  our  willingness 
to  live  our  convictions,  to  prove  that  our 
ritual  isn’t  mere  words.  Through  gifts  to 
the  Friendship  Fund,  we  demonstrate  that 
Theta  challenges  us  to  be  the  best  we  can 
be.

We  trace  the  beginning  of  the  Friendship  fund  to  the  1924  Grand 
Convention,  when  a  young  alumna,  Rachel  Sumner  Poole,  Chi/ 
Syracuse,  spoke  of  a  Theta  in  dire  need  and  asked  if  there  was 
any  fund  from  which  die  Fraternity  could  aid  her.  In  response,  a 
committee  was  formed  and  recommended  the  establishment  of 
the  Friendship  Fund  at  the  1926  Convention;  a  few  months  later, 
Grand  Council  suggested  starting  the  fund  through  contributions  at 
Founders  Day  celebrations. 


An  important  ongoing  tradition  is  the  secrecy  surrounding  the 
giving  of  gifts  from  the  fund.  Two  members  write  on  behalf  of  a 
sister,  and  the  Friendship  Fund  committee  determines  the  award 
amount.  The  requesters  remain  anonymous,  and  all  records  are 
confidential. 


The  Friendship  Fund  is  one  way  we  prove  that  Theta  love  holds 
timeless  through  all  sorrows.

HEATHER  PAYNE  HELPS  INDIVIDUALS 
DEVELOP  THEIR  COMPUTER  SKILLS 
IN  INTERACTIVE  SESSIONS  AS  PART 
OF  LADIES  LEARNING  CODE  AND 
HACKERYOU.

The  current  business  and  career  venture  for 
Heather  Payne,  Gamma  Epsilon/Western 
Ontario,  started  with  a  revamp  of  her  college 
chapter’s  website.  It  was  a  self-taught  project  that — 
years  later — led  to  a  tweet  that  resulted  in  the  found¬ 
ing  of  Ladies  Learning  Code. 

“In  2009,  Pd  just  graduated.  I’d  redone  our  chap¬ 
ter  website,  and  I  decided  Ed  learn  to  build  a  website 
for  myself,”  said  Payne,  a  business  major  hailing  from 
the  Toronto  suburb  of  Brampton.  “I  just  Googled 
things  and  learned  for  myself.’1 

Payne’s  self-starter  mentality  blossomed  while  she 
studied  in  Hong  Kong  on  exchange  from  her  London, 
Ontario-based  university.  Describing  the  experi¬ 
ence  as  her  first  “very  long  trip  away  from  home,” 
she  spent  time  absorbing  information  and  the  local 
culture  at  the  Hong  Kong  University  of  Science  & 
Technology.  Additionally,  she  blogged  for  the  univer¬ 
sity  outreach  program,  sending  in  reports  from  abroad 
on  her  overseas  experiences  and  travels, 

“My  trip  to  I  long  Kong  allowed  me  to  travel  a  lot. 
There  were  two  other  people  from  my  school  there, 
along  with  200  students  from  other  countries,  so  l 


got  to  meet  people  from  Hong  Kong  and  many  oilier 
places.  We  spent  spring  break  in  Thailand  and  shared 
stories  from  home  with  one  another.” 

After  spending  only  a  month  in  Hong  Kong,  Payne 
decided  she  wanted  a  further  taste  of  the  Orient. 

“1  applied  for  and  received  a  scholarship  from 
the  Chinese  government  to  study  international  rela¬ 
tions  at  Xiamen  University,  located  in  Xiamen  in  the 
Fujian  province  of  China,”  Payne  said.  “That  is  where 
I  started  the  journey  of  learning  how  to  build  my  own 
websites.” 

From  China,  Payne  began  a  two-year  “on  again/ 
off  again”  relationship  with  HTML  and  CSS,  as  well  as 
the  other  skills  and  tools  required  to  build  and  launch 
websites. 

“Hours  and  hours  would  go  by  while  working  on 
my  website,”  Payne  admits.  “Eight  hours  seemed  like 
five  minutes.  I'd  learn  a  ton  on  my  own  but  then  I’d 
hit  a  wall  and  Fd  give  up  ...  temporarily,  at  least!” 

Fast-forward  to  May  201 L  While  in  Los  Angeles 
for  her  former  job,  Payne  happened  upon  a  workshop 
designed  for  women  who  wanted  to  learn  Python 
(organized  by  the  appropriately  named  Py  Ladies). 

The  workshop  helped  her  further  develop  her  pro¬ 
gramming  and  computer  coding  skills,  and  it  also 
caused  the  inquisitive  entrepreneur  to  think  big¬ 
ger  and  broader  (as  in  northward,  toward  home  in 
Toronto)  when  it  came  to  opportunities  for  women  to 
learn  computer  programming  and  technical  skills. 

“I  tweeted  about  how  Toronto  should  have  a  group 
for  women  who  want  to  learn  how  to  code,”  Payne 
explained.  “And  it  just  sort  of  took  off  from  there.”

The  positive  response  to  her  tweet  led  Payne 
to  organize  a  brainstorming  session,  a  chance  for

anyone  interested  in  the  idea  to  come  together  and 
share  their  thoughts  for  making  it  work.  More  than  85 
people  registered  to  attend,  and  the  event,  by  Payne’s 
estimation,  was  deemed  “an  enormous  success.” 

Although  starting  Ladies  Learning  Code  was  a 
group  effort,  within  a  few  months  three  other  women 
(Melissa  Croic,  B  re  anna  Hughes,  and  Laura  Plant) 
officially  joined  Payne;  together,  they  continue  to  run 
Ladies  Learning  Code  (LLC)  today. 

Plant  was  quick  to  join  Payne’s  crusade:  to  bring 
interactive,  high-energy  computer  coding  workshops 
to  the  greater  Toronto  area, 

“Both  Heather  and  1  started  working  at  McDonald’s 
when  we  were  15,”  Plant  said,  “For  us,  it  was  never 
just  an  ‘after-school  job,1  especially  once  we  were 
managers.  From  the  start,  we  focused  on  improv¬ 
ing  our  employees1  jobs  by  bringing  new  ideas  to  the 
workplace.  It  definitely  helped  us  bond  early  on,” 

That  forward-looking  spirit  and  style  is  reflected  in 
the  LLC  teams’  collective  philosophy  toward  running 
their  nonprofit.  “From  when  I  first  met  Heather,  when 
she  was  in  a  junior  management  role  at  McDonald’s, 

I  always  knew  she  was  not  only  a  natural  leader  but 
also  ail  entrepreneur,  which  is  the  career  path  best 
suited  for  her,”  Plant  explained* 

After  the  brainstorming  session,  with  the  recruit¬ 
ment  and  support  of  volunteer  instructors,  LLC 
announced  its  first  event,  to  take  place  August  2011 
at  a  cost  of  S3G  per  person,  which  included  breakfast 
and  lunch. 

The  buzz  grew*  LLG’s  first  daylong  session  sold 
out  in  a  mere  24  hours.  And  that  buzz  continued  fol¬ 
lowing  the  successful  launch  event* 

“It  was  so  inspiring  and  energizing  to  see  that  first 
roomful  of  workshop  attendees,”  Payne  admitted.  “We 
knew  for  sure  that  we  needed  to  keep  the  positive 


momentum  going.  There’s  nothing  more  fun  than  see¬ 
ing  women  (and  men  who  attend  our  workshops,  too) 
experience  one  of  those  *ah-ha’  moments,  because  I’ve 
had  them,  too.” 

Plant  also  knew  she  and  her  team  had  latched 
onto  something  special  following  the  first  workshop* 

“When  we  started  LLC,  and  as  soon  as  we  saw 
there  was  something  to  it,  we  wanted  to  see  how  far 
we  could  go — it  was  exciting  to  see  people  responding 
to  the  opportunity  to  expand  their  computer  technol¬ 
ogy  skill  sets,  which  helps  broaden  many  people’s 
career  opportunities,”  Pliant  said.  “Heather  runs  with 
ideas  quickly  ...  there's  not  a  lot  of  pondering  or  over- 
thinking  of  things*  That’s  how  the  four  of  us  operate — 
we  go  out,  and  we  do  it*  Heather  is  the  driving  force  of 
LLC’s  growth,  with  her  leadership  through  risks  and 
the  trying  of  new  things.  She  created  the  roles  we  all 
play  and  has  brought  success  to  everything  she  does.” 

Specifically*  LLC  has  grown  into  a  program  that 
offers  two  or  three  workshops  per  month  in  a  per¬ 
manent  downtown  Toronto  space.  Additionally*  LLC 
has  branched  out  to  offer  sessions  in  Ottawa  and 
Vancouver. 

Payne  admits  there  were  times  she  wasn't  100 
percent  sure  of  how  things  would  go  for  LLC,  but  the 
ongoing  support  and  participation  from  their  com¬ 
munity  in  Toronto  has  been  just  what  the  nonprofit 
needed. 

“We  didn’t  ever  have  a  marketing  budget,  but 
our  community  loves  to  share  what  they  are  learn¬ 
ing  at  our  workshops,”  Payne  said.  “Via  social  media 
and  word-of-mouth,  our  attendees  are  absolutely  the 
reason  we’ve  been  able  to  accomplish  as  much  as  we 
have  in  our  first  year.” 

With  LLC’s  successful  takeoff,  Payne  went  full¬ 
time  with  the  nonprofit,  along  with  a  part-time  job  for

Since  its  founding,  LLC 
has  enabled  more  than 
2,000  women  (and  men) 
to  learn  new  computer 
and  technology  skills  like 
JavaScript,  HTML  &  C5Sf 
Word  press,  Ruby  and  more 
through  full-day,  interactive 
learning  experiences.  The 
organization  is  known  for 
its  hands-on,  project-based 
workshop  style  and  for 
the  small  ratio  of  students 
to  instructors — at  most 
workshops,  it's  four  to  one. 

With  chapters  in  Vancouver 
and  Ottawa,  plans  for 
expansion  to  the  United 
States  in  2013,  a  thriving 
girls'  program  (Girls  Learning 
Code),  and  a  new  dedicated 
50-person  classroom  in 
Toronto,  LLC  continues  to 
grow  by  leaps  and  bounds.

HAVE  YOU  BEEN  HACKED? 

While  the  core  components  of  LLG  have  been  met 
with  great  acceptance,  Payne  and  her  fellow  founders 
recognized  the  need  for  more  extensive  training  offer¬ 
ings. 

“We  have  some  workshop  attendees  who  wanted 
more  training,  beyond  what  our  one -day  sessions 
offered,”  Payne  explained.  “For  those  who  really  want  to 
learn  more,  we  launched  IlackerYou  (hackeryou.com).” 

Touted  as  “hands-on.  project-based  learning  from 
industry-leading  professionals,”  I  lackerYou  courses 
last  for  72  hours  over  three  months.  The  current 
course  is  an  introduction  to  web  development,  and  in 
January,  they’ll  be  running  a  course  on  Ruby  on  Rails. 

“Our  first  IlackerYou  course  started  in  September 
2012,  and  it  has  been  very  well-received,”  Pavne  said. 
“There  are  no  tests  or  certifications;  it’s  simply  72 
hours  of  training  to  help  people  develop  and  fine-tune 
their  computer  skills.” 

And  the  plans  for  both  LLC  and  IlackerYou  con¬ 
tinue  to  ramp  up  for  2013.  Payne  and  her  team  hope 
to  have  many  more  LLC  chapters  established  by  the 
fall  of  next  year. 


HEATHER’S  HATS 

Payne  recognizes  the  importance  of  her  business 
degree  and  the  opportunities  to  work  and  learn  with 
others  overseas  as  keys  to  her  entrepreneurial  suc¬ 
cesses  to-date  ...  and  she  also  believes  her  Theta  expe¬ 
riences  helped  pave  the  way  for  LLC  and  the  various 
“career  hats”  she  has  worn  along  the  way. 

“For  the  role  Fm  playing  today,  l  almost  believe 
I  learned  the  most  from  being  a  Theta,”  Payne  said. 
“By  being  a  part  of  executive  committee,  1  had  the 
chance  to  learn  what  it’s  like  to  run  a  small  business. 

I  thought  about  the  budget,  the  Theta  ‘brand,*  the 
customers  (who  ultimately  become  your  sisters),  and 
how  it  all  works  together.  It  was  wonderful  training 
ground  for  my  future  career  path.” 

And  the  traits  and  skills  Payne  fine-tuned  during 
her  Theta  years  in  college  are  still  reflected  in  her 
work  with  LLC,  according  to  Plant. 

“Our  little  team  of  four  women,  we're  extremely 
unique  in  the  way  we  make  decisions,  and  Heather  is 
a  big  reason  for  that.  She  selected  people  for  her  team 
who  embody  her  own  professionalism,  who  support 
each  other,  and  who  can  work  together  for  a  com¬ 
mon  cause.  Heather  has  helped  create  so  many  *a-ha’ 
moments  in  our  training  community,  and  l  know 
there  are  many  more  to  come.”  b

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MAKNG  A 
DIFFERENCE  IN 
EL  SALVADOR

never  imagined  that  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  would 
empower  me  to  help  change  the  world,  but  it  did! 
Joining  Theta  was  one  of  my  best  college  decisions. 
In  Theta,  1  developed  lasting  friendships  with  incredi¬ 
ble  women,  some  of  whom  are  now  my  closest  friends. 
Our  individuality  was  acknowledged  and  celebrated 
and  our  differences  were  respected.  Because  of  Theta, 
l  left  college  with  a  strong  sense  of  self  and  a  determi¬ 
nation  to  better  the  world. 

Two  months  after  l  graduated  from  college,  I  began 
my  two-year  sendee  as  a  Peace  Corps  volunteer  in 
El  Salvador,  The  United  States  Peace  Corps  is  a  gov¬ 
ernmental  organization  founded  in  1961  by  President 
John  F.  Kennedy  to  promote  peace  in  developing 
countries  around  the  world.  The  goal  of  the  Peace 
Corps  is  not  only  to  help  people  in  need,  but  also  to 
facilitate  a  cultural  exchange  between  Americans  and 
members  of  communities  abroad, 

l  was  an  environmental  education  volunteer  in  San 
Jose  Carrizal,  Santa  Maria  Ostuma,  La  Pass,  a  small 
fanning  community  in  central  El  Salvador.  I  was  the 
third  Peace  Corps  volunteer  (FGV)  in  my  community, 
which  I  immediately  realized  would  make  my  experi¬ 
ence  challenging.  The  community  had  grown  to  rely 
almost  solely  on  the  prior  Peace  Corps  volunteers  to 
deal  with  things  that  ideally  needed  to  be  done  in  the 
community  and  by  the  community.  Although  !  realized 
that  having  a  third  PCV  in  my  community  was  a  mis¬ 
take,  I  wanted  to  make  the  best  of  the  situation,  rather 
than  request  a  site  change.  My  gut  instinct  couldn’t 
have  been  better.  Although  some  of  my  projects  were 
not  as  successful  as  I  had  hoped,  the  friendships  and 
partnerships  1  developed  were  incredible  and  invalu¬ 
able.  These  friendships  and  the  support  1  received 
from  many  families  in  the  community  made  my  time 
in  the  Peace  Corps  the  best  experience  of  my  life. 

When  1  joined  the  Peace  Corps,  it  was  difficult  leaving 
my  family  and  friends  behind  in  the  United  States. 

It  was  challenging  going  from  a  college  environment, 
where  l  was  always  surrounded  by  my  friends/sisters 
at  the  Theta  house,  to  living  completely  by  myself 
about  40  minutes  away  from  the  closest  American.  My 
Theta  experiences  directly  and  positively  influenced 


my  growth  during  my  Peace  Corps  service  making  me 
a  better,  stronger  person. 

During  my  time  in  the  Peace  Corps,  I  taught  mul¬ 
tiple  weekly  English  classes;  introduced  the  sport  of 
ultimate  Frisbee  to  and  formed  a  team  with  children 
from  the  community;  organized  a  recycled  art  day 
for  30  schoolchildren;  taught  newly  formed  women's 
groups  how  to  make  and  sell  products  such  as  hair 
gel,  soap,  and  shampoo;  built  4S  fuel-efficient  stoves 
for  my  community;  and  started  a  scholarship  project 
to  raise  money  for  a  young  woman  to  go  to  college,  I 
knew  I  made  an  impact  on  my  community  even  when 
I  wasn't  able  to  fully  implement  some  of  my  projects. 

I  felt  very  welcomed  by  the  community  in  many 
ways,  ranging  from  the  little  kids  calling  my  name  as  1 
walked  down  the  street  to  being  invited  into  people's 
homes  to  share  meals  together.  There  were  a  few  fam¬ 
ilies  with  whom  1  became  particularly  close.  One  of 
these  families  would  always  invite  me  over  and  were 
worried  about  me  when  I  wasn’t  able  to  visit. 

In  January  2012,  the  Peace  Corps  decided  to  decrease 
the  number  of  volunteers  in  El  Salvador  due  to 
increased  violence.  The  majority  of  the  volunteers 
in  my  July  2010  arrival  group  had  to  leave  the  coun¬ 
try  by  April  instead  of  staying  until  September  (the 
scheduled  end  of  our  sendee).  It  was  really  difficult 
leaving  my  community,  especially  because  of  all  the 
friendships  I  had  made  during  my  time  there.  When 
I  told  the  mother  of  one  family  that  I  had  to  leave 
in  April,  rather  than  in  September,  she  immediately 
started  crying  and  told  me  how  much  1  had  dime  for 
her  family,  especially  positively  impacting  her  rela¬ 
tionship  with  her  15-year-old  daughter.  Her  daughter 
talked  back  to  her  less  and  was  more  respectful.  I  was 
so  moved  by  this.  I  truly  felt  like  1  was  a  part  of  their 
family  and  their  love  for  me  and  ability  to  always  wel¬ 
come  me  into  their  home  and  family  was  something 
that  was  absolutely  priceless  during  my  time  in  the 
Peace  Corps. 

While  in  El  Salvador,  I  received  a  tremendous  amount 
of  support  not  only  from  my  family  and  friends,  but 
also  from  my  Theta  sisters.  In  addition  to  the  letters 
and  packages  that  kept  me  updated  on  everything 
going  on  in  their  lives,  they  responded  to  my  monthly 
email  updates  telling  me  how  proud  they  were  of  me 
and  what  an  inspiration  I  was  to  them.  This  support 
and  contact  was  invaluable  because  it  demonstrated 
to  me  that  Theta  really  is  for  a  lifetime  and  that  Theta 
love  has  the  ability  to  span  the  world.  My  time  in  the 
Peace  Corps  was  a  unique,  life-changing  experience; 

I  grew  incredibly  and  l  know  my  friends  (Theta  and 
Salvadoran)  also  bene  fitted  from  my  experiences.  0

When  other  women’s  fraternities  arrived  on  campus, 
she  was  competitive  in  getting  the  best  new  members. 
After  the  other  three  founders  left  Asbury,  Hannah 
kept  Theta  relevant  and  growing  when  doing  so  was 
very  difficult.  She  also  helped  expand  to  other  cam¬ 
puses,  at  first  regionally,  but  soon  after,  across  North 
America, 

She  always  said  humbly  that  she  was  honored  to  have 
played  a  small  role  in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s  establish¬ 
ment.  She  felt  indebted  to  the  organization  and  the 
three  who  had  helped  her  found  it.  Theta  transformed 
her  from  a  timid  girl  to  an  independent  woman,  and 
she  wanted  other  women  to  lie  encouraged  by  that 
same  friendship  and  support. 

Hannah  defined  what  being  an  alumna — a  Theta  for 
a  lifetime — truly  meant.  Her  obituary  read,  “Her  life 
was  a  constant  endeavor  to  lead  others  to  a  truer  life 
by  noble  example....  Everyone  with  whom  she  came 
in  contact  was  warmed  by  her  gentle,  kindly,  thought¬ 
ful  life.  Her  thoughts  were  always  for  others,  her  code 
of  life  was  love.  She  lived,  as  only  she  could  live,  with 
love  and  faith  enshrined  in  her  heart.”

AB/SWARTHMORE 

The  Alpha  Beta  Chapter  was  first  envisioned  by  six  Swarthmore  women  who  wanted  to 
join  a  national  fraternity.  They  chose  Theta,  and,  in  consultation  with  the  dean,  began  the 
charter  application  process.  Installed  on  September  24, 1891,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  was  the 
first  women's  fraternity  at  Swarthmore. 

Today  a  private  liberal  arts  college  with  an  enrollment  of  approximately  1,500  students, 
Swarthmore  is  located  nearly  11  miles  southwest  of  Philadelphia.  At  its  founding  in  1864,  the 
school  was  one  of  the  first  co-educational  colleges  in  the  United  States.  By  the  early  1900$, 
Swarthmore  hosted  a  vibrant  Greek  system,  but  sororities  were  banned  in  the  1930s,  When 
the  Alpha  Beta  Chapter  returns  to  Swarthmore,  it  will  be  first  Greek  women's  group  on 
campus  in  almost  80  years.

On  November  13, 1993,  the  Zeta  Omicron  Chapter 
of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  was  installed  with  a  college 
membership  of  64,  along  with  11  alumnae.  Kappa  Delta 
sorority  installed  their  chapter  at  Wake  Forest  the  same 
weekend,  beginning  a  history  of  Panhellenic  friendship. 

Wake  Forest,  founded  in  1834,  is  a  private  university 
in  Winston-Salem,  NC.  With  a  total  population  of  more 
than  7,350  students,  the  school  offers  34  undergraduate 
majors,  25  programs  of  graduate-level  study,  and  13  areas 
of  PhD  study.  When  the  Zeta  Omicron  Chapter  returns  to 
Wake  Forest,  Theta  will  join  seven  National  Panhellenic 
Conference  (NPC)  groups— Alpha  Delta  Pi,  Chi  Omega, 
Delta  Delta  Delta,  Delta  Zeta,  Kappa  Delta,  Kappa  Kappa 
Gamma,  and  Phi  Mu— on  campus.

Knowledgeable  and  inspiring  teachers 
and  dedicated  mentors  are  invaluable  in  helping  Theta  students  attain  highest 
scholarship;  accordingly,  the  Fraternity  initiated  a  program  this  autumn  to  officially 
recognize  faculty  for  contributions  to  colleges  and  universities  where  Theta 
chapters  are  present. 

Ten  outstanding  faculty  members  were  selected  from  124  nominations  by  Theta 
college  chapters  across  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Chapters  were  asked  to 
select  one  nominee  and  base  their  selection  on  the  professor’s  passion  for  inspiring 
students  and  actions  that  connect  to  Theta  aspirations.  Candidates  were  not  limited 
by  gender,  Greek  (or  non-Greek)  affiliation,  disciplinary  expertise,  or  number  of 
Thetas  taught.

BUCKNELL  UNIVERSITY  and  was  nominated  by 
the  EPSILON  PI  CHAPTER  with  these  words:  “Dr. 
Ilaussmanu  Us  very  helpful  in  furthering  student’s 
education  past  their  undergraduate  careers*  Outside 
of  class,  he  makes  himself  available  to  aid  students 
in  editing  cover  letters  and  recommendations,  and  to 
advise  them  about  applying  to  graduate  school  and 
other  opportunities,  lie  makes  sure  his  students  have 
the  chance  to  participate  in  his  research  and  be

ERIKA  HABER,  WHO  TEACHES  RUSSIAN

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THROUGH  THE  YEARS 


EVERY  STEP  OF 
THE  WAY

Sisters  helping  sisters — it  is  the  very  foundation  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  It  was  the  reason  four  young  stu¬ 
dents,  committed  to  receiving  college  degrees,  came 
together  to  form  the  first  Greek-letter  Fraternity 
known  among  women*  Originally,  our  founders  sup¬ 
ported  each  other  in  weekly  meetings,  critiquing 
oratories,  studying  together,  writing  letters  of  encour¬ 
agement  and  introduction;  in  fact,  sharing  networking 
skills  in  their  earliest  form. 


Not  long  after  the  founding  generation  of  Thetas 
moved  on  from  their  college  days,  the  Fraternity 
began  to  offer  support  to  members  in  monetary,  as 
well  as  emotional,  ways.  At  first  it  was  on  a  chaptcr- 
by-chapter  basis.  Individual  groups  of  alum¬ 
nae  provided  funds  so  undergraduates 
could  maintain  their  enrollment 
despite  a  society  which  still  felt 
women  should  not  be  edu¬ 
cated,  let  alone  borrow 
money  to  finance 
that  education. 
It  was  the 
Los  Angeles 
Alumnae 
Chapter  that 
established 
the  first  official 
scholarship  fund 
in  1902. 
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After  learning  of 
the  fund’s  suc¬ 
cess,  the  Fraternity 
endorsed  a  national 
fund  for  loans  and 
scholarships  at  Grand 
jl  Convention  1905*  In 
I  1912,  25  percent  of  all 
new  member  initiation 
fees  were  dedicated  to 
the  scholarship  fund. 

By  1924,  the  interest  on 
the  fund’s  balance  had 
reached  a  high  enough 
level  that  the  Fraternity 
I  began  offering  unsecured 
loans  ranging  from  $50  to 
$350,  Doesn’t  sound  like 
much,  does  it?  Would  that 
keep  your  ear  iti  gas  for  a 
week?  A  month?  The  world 
was  different  100  years  ago,  when  most  banks  would 
not  loan  money  to  a  woman. 


According  to  its  online  history,  annual  education 
costs  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1924  were 
as  follows*

If  our  Theta  sisters  of  the  time  were  like  their  con¬ 


temporaries,  they  carried  their  life  savings  with  them 
at  all  times — in  their  stockings!  Banks,  in  an  attempt 
to  court  the  female  customer,  publicized  stories  of 
women  losing  their  money  through  stocking  tears 
and  other  mishaps*  The  daring  women  who  conse¬ 
quently  ventured  into  a  hank  of  the  day  found  her 
long  skirts  hampered  by  spittoons  and — having  braved 
the  smoke- filled  room — was  confronted  by  a  male 
teller.  She  could  hardly  access  funds  kept  in  under¬ 
garments  in  the  crowded  lobby,  so  banks  began  to 
install  “stocking  rooms”:  well-appointed  lounges  with 
satin  settees  so  that  ladies  could  access  their  funds  in 
private.  The  rise  of  hem  lines  around  1912  gave  rise 
to  the  newest  accessory  in  which  to  carry  money:  the 
handbag.  This  made  accessing  funds  in  public  much 
less  daunting* 

Although  the  San  Francisco  Savings  and  Loan  at  the 
time  boasted,  “Married  women  and  minors,  mak¬ 
ing  deposits  in  their  own  name,  can  withdraw  them 
themselves,”  many  state’s  laws  designated  woman  as 
dependents  of  their  husbands  or  fathers,  regardless  of 
their  age.  As  one  of  the  few  institutions  from  which 
college  women  could  obtain  loans  for  education  pur¬ 
poses,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  allocated  90  percent  of  the 
Loan  and  Scholarship  Fund  to  loans  by  1915.  Loans 
for  education,  especially  the  education  of  a  woman, 
may  have  been  too  ‘high  risk’  for  banks  and  savings 
institutions  of  the  time,  but  Theta  found  her  sisters  to 
be  conscientious  about  repayment.  As  an  added  ben¬ 
efit,  individuals  who  received  loans  and  fellowships 
from  the  fund  were,  by  and  large,  likely  to  donate  to  it 
throughout  their  professional  lives  in  memory  of  their 
sisters’  faith  in  them. 

In  1924,  the  first  scholarship,  the  Rettie  Locke 
Hamilton  Social  Servicer  Fellowship  was  awarded 
to  Elizabeth  Brownell  Collier,  Lambda/Vermont,  an 
assistant  professor  at  Hunter  College  who  focused  her 
research  on  the  League  of  Nations.  Fellowships  offered 
Thetas  the  opportunity  to  study  abroad,  continue  to 
graduate  school,  and  enter  fields  which  had  largely 
been  barred  to  women. 

The  Loan  and  Fellowship  Fund  briefly  offered  schol¬ 
arships  again  in  1929  in  response  to  member  needs 
brought  on  by  the  Depression.  But  by  1930,  100  per¬ 
cent  of  the  fund  was  again  issued  in  loans.  No  member 
was  denied  a  loan:  the  difference  between  the  funds 
requested  and  the  funds  available  was  made  up  by  the 
Lifetime  Endowment  fund. 

In  1960,  when  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation  was 
created,  the  Fraternity  continued  to  maintain  the 
loan  program,  but  the  interest  front  the  fund,  as  well 
as  any  surplus,  was  used  by  the  Foundation  to  grant 
scholarships  and  fellowships.  Although  the  Fraternity 
ceased  offering  loans  in  2006,  Theta  Foundation 
awards  more  than  200  graduate  and  undergraduate 
scholarships  annually.  We  continue,  as  art  organiza¬ 
tion,  to  carry  out  our  founding  purpose:  to  support 
each  other  in  our  academic  efforts;  to  exert  the  wid¬ 
est  influence  for  good,  both  in  our  communities  and 
toward  one  another;  and  to  hold  to  the  highest  moral 
standards.  Like  our  founders,  we  continue  to  help  our 
sisters  as  they  meet  the  higher  and  broader  demands 
of  mature  life.

ADVOCATING  THE  SORORITY 
EXPERIENCE

Delegates,  inter/national  presidents,  executive 

directors  and  editors  of  the  26  member  organi¬ 
zations  of  the  National  Panhellenic  Conference 
(NFC)  met  Oct,  26-27  for  the  2012  annual  meeting  at 
the  Renaissance  St.  Louis  Airport  Hotel.  It  was  a  time 
to  review  NPC’s  past  year  accomplishments  and  plan 
for  the  future  as  “the  voice  for  sorority  advancement.” 

A  “family  reunion”  on  Friday  afternoon  provided 
attendees  an  opportunity  to  meet  informally  prior  to 
the  opening  of  the  two-day  working  conference.  The 
NPC  Foundation  and  NPC  s  hoard  of  directors  and  edi¬ 
tors  held  the  first  of  several  meetings  scheduled  for 
their  individual  groups  over  the  weekend. 

The  opening  general  session  began  after  din¬ 
ner  Friday  night  with  a  welcome  by  NPC  Chairman 
Jane  Sutton,  Alpha  XI  Delta,  Immediate  past  NPC 
Chairman  Eve  Riley,  Delta  Delta  Delta,  gave  an  inspi¬ 
rational  speech,  followed  by  the  official  roll  call  that 
included  a  PowerPoint  presentation  with  photos  of 
every  delegation's  members.  The  2012  legislation, 
which  included  a  dues  increase  for  NPC  member 
groups  and  Unanimous  Agreement  VI I,  were  pre¬ 
sented. 

Committees  began  meeting  early  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing.  Alumnae  Panhellenics,  college  Panhellenics  and 
other  NPC  committees,  the  NPC  Foundation,  execu¬ 
tive  directors,  inter/national  presidents,  and  editors 
continued  their  group  meetings  throughout  the  day. 

Allen  W.  Groves,  dean  of  students  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  gave  a  thought-provoking 
speech  at  dinner  Saturday  evening.  In  his  role  as 
the  dean  of  students,  Groves  oversees  several  areas 
critical  to  the  student  experience,  including  frater¬ 
nity  and  sorority  life.  He  also  serves  as  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  North- American 
Inter  fraternity  Conference,  While  he  acknowledged 
the  distinct  advantages  of  joining  a  Greek  organiza¬ 
tion,  Groves  believes  fraternities  and  sororities  have 
not  done  a  good  job  of  making  that  argument.  “You 
should  he  able  to  tell  a  university  president  why  we 
[an  individual  group  1  belong  at  a  school,”  he  said.  He 
also  opened  up  a  discussion  about  sexual  abuse  and 
Title  IX  and  its  potential  effect  on  sorority/fratemity 
recruitment. 


At  the  final  general  session  that  evening,  NPC 
Foundation  President  Janet  Dodson  provided  the 
Foundation’s  annual  recap.  NPC  Chairman  Jane 
Button  wrapped  up  the  meeting  with  a  State  of  the 
Conference  address,  Stic  spoke  about  the  four  words 
she  had  used  to  challenge  conference  attendees  at 
the  2011  NPC  annual  meeting — “Our  Potential.  Your 
Move.” — and  the  progress  the  Conference  has  made 
advocating  for  the  sorority  experience.  She  outlined 
numerous  NPC  innovations  and  advancements  over 
the  past  year,  including: 

*  Creating  an  advocacy  tracker  to  monitor  NPC 
activity; 

*  Increased  NPC  presence  on  Facebook,  Twitter, 
Linkedln,  and  Pinterest; 

*  The  refreshed  NPC  brand; 

*  Establishment  of  a  Fraternity/Sorority  Advisory 
Committee  representing  small  and  large,  public  and 
private  institutions  from  different  regions  of  the  coun¬ 
try; 

*  The  appointment  of  a  Board  Development 
Committee  to  help  the  board  focus  on  expectations; 

*  Transition  of  the  majority  of  Alumnae 
Panhellenics  Committee  volunteers  to  College 
Panhellenic  area  advisors  and  the  hiring  of  a 
Panhellenic  support  coordinator. 

Button  also  addressed  the  future  of  NPC  and  the 
goals  established  by  the  strategic  plan. 

*  Organizational  effectiveness 

*  Data-driven  decision-making 

*  Advancement  of  the  sorority  movement 

*  Advocacy  and  support 

*  Financial  sustainability  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
conference

UA  VII  outlines  the  judicial 
process  for  a  College 
Panhellenic  Association.  It 
establishes  the  authority 
given  to  the  Panhellenic 
judicial  board  for  the  limited 
purpose  of  handling  member 
group  infractions  of  the  NPC 
UAs.  Panhellenic  bylaws  and 
other  governing  documents, 
membership  recruitment 
rules.  Panhellenic  code 
of  ethics  and  the  College 
Panhellenic  standing  rules. 

It  provides  the  process 
and  timing  of  how  to  file 
an  infraction,  who  may  file 
infractions,  the  notification 
process  of  filed  infractions 
and  the  five  steps  of  the 
judicial  process— discussion, 
mediation,  judicial  hearing, 
sanctions  and  appeal.  It 
also  outlines  the  judicial 
forms  to  be  used  to  ensure 
proper  documentation 
and  adherence  to  the  NPC 
UAs  and  establishes  what 
documentation  shall  be 
retained  by  the  fraternity/ 
sorority  advisor.
